Restraints on Nixon Forecast 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Congress will act noon to 
“ invoke some positive policy restraints" on President 
Nixon's conduct of the war in southeast Asia, Sen.

Early persecuted Christians in Rome used the sign 
of the fish for recognition and com fort. 
Dr. Don Cam pbell, the minister of the church, says that the interpretation of the symbol 
cam e alter the foct. It w as his id ea to hove the church designed for good visibility and 
acoustics. W hen he sow the architects’ draw ing ho sow in it the fish, on which they then 
elaborated. 
The fish is not the only symbol at the First Presbyterian Church. It is full of inspired 
symbols and history. In fhe floor in front of the communion table is a huge stone grinding 
wheel sym bolising the b read . The cross in the chancel is m ade of beam s from the blitzed 
library at C anterbury C athedral in England. 
Dr. Cam pbell says, "History becom es an eternal contem porary ond faith is an eternal 
contem porary."
